Remarks 

Claims 1-4, 7-15 and 19 are canceled, and claims 5-6 and 16-17 are amended, and claims 
20-25 are added. The amendments are made to clarify the claims, and not for reasons relating to 
patentability. Therefore, the amendments are not intended to limit the scope of equivalents to 
which any claim element may be entitled. Claims 5-6, 16-18 and 20-25 are pending.
